Is it wrong for religious bodies engaged in 
raising funds to build new houses of wor- 
ship to solicit remittances from politica! can- 
didates with promise of support to those who 
contribute? ‘The Reform Advocate, whic 
lgsued every Saturday in the interest of re- 
form Judaism. thinks it 18. 

Dr. Emi G. Hirsch, editor of the Advo- 
cate, in the issue for this week, arraigns cer- 
tain members of the congregation of Anshe 
Emeth for using such methods to raise funds 
for the erection of a newtemple. Dr. Hirsch 
says: 

“They have committed a veritable Hulul 
ha-Shem,’ an offense so grave that it is ex- 
cluded from the list of tranagressions for 
which Yom ha Kippurim is said to bring 
remission. Their pian for raising revenue 
wherewith to build their new synagogue falls 
under the prohibition which ts solemnly and 
without false prudery phrased in the nine- 
teenth verse of the twenty-third chapter of 
Deuteronomy.

The strike meeting held at the Wellington 
hotel affected the Sunday program of the 
meet. The flyers decided that especial prize 
money should be added to the day's duration 
awards because Lincoln Beachey and Mile. 


| Clarisse Lavaseur are to fly as extra attrac- 


tiona. 

It was agreed to stand together in refus- 
ing to fly when the air is not right and in all 
other matters in dispute. 

Will Consult Meet Officials. 

No ultimatum was issued. Frank L. A- 
bert. manager of Max Lillie and De Lloyd 
Thompson, read clauses in the flyers con- 
tract proving they are required to fly on 
extra days following postponements. The 
information also was presented that Beachey 
and Mile. Lavageur are being paid from a 
special fund and not from the duration or 
special prize money. It was decided to con- 
sult with the meet officials. 

The men in charge of the meet are James 
Stephens, general manager; Everett C. 
Brown, chairman of the contest committee: 
Martin Delaney, Maj. Samuel Reber, Tt’. &. 
A., and James E. Plew. T. Edward Wilder, 
and Groves Sexton, who were the judges at 
Cicero. 

The.officials declared the participating avi- 
ators are drawing extra money for flying on 
Sunday because all prise money fixed for 
award on Tuesday and Wednesday. when 
it was necessary to postpone the flights, to- 
gether with unwon prize money, will be 
added to the duration fund.

Mestach Testifies at Inquest.

Before 
Deputy Coroner Kennedy at Lanyon's un- 
dertaking rooms, 415 West Sixty-third street, 
he told his story as follows: 

1 told them they were playing a dirty 
trick on me. I protested that it was too late 
to go up. It was nearly dark. I told them 
was afraid of an accident. They insisted, 
however, that I must go up. They sald they 
had the crowds out there and must give them 
something for their money. At last I con- 
sented to go up afte? they had promised my 
machine Would be the only one tn the air. 
They did not keep their promise to me.

Pickens, who, it is declared, is bitter toward 
the aero club because of a disagreement last 
spring. began his statement by declaring 
the officials of the club are all miHionaires 
and wholly ignorant of the proper manner 
of conducting a sporting event. 

„All the aviation rules to geafeguard the 
lives of the contestante.“ he said, were 
ignored by the officials.” 

Several of the officials of the club attended 
the inquést and will be given a chance to 
testify, together with other witnesses, next 
Wednesday.

WAY OUT OF JAIL 


Mrs. Mary Leigh’s Release a 
Triumph for Suffragetism 
Over British Law. 


KEPT PROMISE NOT TO EAT 


[BY CABLE TO THR CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

DUBIAN, Sept. 20.—Mrse, Mary Leigh, the 
suffraget, was released from Mount Joy 
prison today on account of il! health eue to 
her refusal to eat and having to be fed 
forcibly. 

Although the woman is released on 
which implies that she will be raum- 
prisoned on her recovery, it is practically 
granting her freedom. In fact, it is under- 
stood that the remainder of the sentence wi)! 
be canceled. 

The order for the release was made by the 
lords justices, who acted for the Earl of 
Aberdeen, who is out ofthe city. It was made 
on the representatſon of Profs. Nixon and 
Myles, who had been called in by the prison 
doctor 

Deliberately Starved Self. 

From some quarters it is sald the state of 
Mrs. Leigh's health was not due to pump 
feeding but to deliberate starvation, as she 
acquired the knack of ejecting food as soon 
as it had been administered. 

The result was that after forty-four days 
of refusal to eat the woman was so debili- 
tated that the prison doctor called Sir Chris- 
topher John Nixon, ex-president of the Royal 
College of Physicians, Ireland, and Sir Thom- 
as Myles, former president of the Royal Col- 
lege of Surgeons and Physicians to the King 
in Ireland, in consultation. 

They examined Mre. Leigh and advised 
that she be sent to the hospital. 


Miss Evans Not So Stubborn, 

Gladys Evans, who with Mrs. Leigh was 
sentenced to five years’ penal servitude for 
trying to burn the Theater Royal in Dublin, 
is less affected, It is stated that her hunger 
strike is fitful and that she sometimes devel- 
ops a keen appetite. 

Mre. Leigh was sentenced Aug. T to five 
years’ imprisonment on a charge of having 
wounded John Redmond, leader of the Irish 
parliamentary party, with a hatchet which 
she threw at Premier Asquith’s carriage 
during the visit of Mr. Asquith to Dublin. 

Shortly after her incarceration Mrs. Leigh 
announced her determination to refuse to 
partake of food and the prison officials re- 
sorted to the drastic measure of adminieter- 
ing nourishment through a tube 


Refuse to Be Bribed. 

LONDON, Sept. 20.—At suffraget headquar- 
ters it was said tonight that Mrs. Leigh and 
her fellow prisoner, Gladys Evans, who is 
under a sentence of five years for having 
tried to burn the Theater Royal, where Mr. 
Asquith was to speak, were offered the privi- 
lege of wearing their own clothes and having 
the hospital diet served to them if they would 
abandon their hunger strike. This they re- 
fused. 

It was sald that Mra. Leigh had abstained 
from water as well as food,

BO BS MORGAN AS 


HE AND 40 SLEEP 


Burglar Finds Door Unlocked 
in J. P. Jr.’s Mansion and 
Leisurely Takes Loot; 
$5,000 Reward. 


| CAUGHT AFTER 8 MONTHS, 


New York, Sept. 20.—Burglary of the man- 
sion of J, P. Morgan Jr.. while Mr. Morgan 
and his forty servants slept, has been con- 
feased, the police says, by John Bernauer, 
whom they arrested today. 

In his possession were found seven watches, 


medais, diamond pins, and other jewelry to- 
len from the home. About $10,000 worth of 


valuables were found. 

The burglary occurred last January. but 
news of it was not made public until some 
time afterward when Mr. Morgan notified 
the police that he would pay a reward of 
$5,000 for the recovery of the stolen articies, 
many of which were priceless to him for their 
associations. 

Seek One Man; Catch Another. 

Detectives shadowing a man suspected of 
being Reynolds Frosbey, who made a senga- 
tional escape from the Tombs prison, 
watched the suspect today as he visited a 
pawnbroker in the Bronx, where he tried to 
dispose of the jewelry. He was arrested and 
a search convinced the Officerg that they had 
not Frosbey, but the Morgan burglar. 

The prisoner gave his name as John Bern- 
auer and said he was a native of Munich, Ba- 
varia, and 38 years old. 

Bernauer said that about 4 o'clock on the 
morning of Jan. 25 while prowling near the 
Morgan house he found one of the back 
doors unlocked, He went into the vestibule 
and took off his shoes. In stocking feet he 
leisurely visited almost every room in the 
bi ghouse, finding the servants asleep. 

Best Loot in Morgan’s Room. 

He found little attractive to him until he 
reached Mr. Morgan's own room. He crept 
up to a buréau close to where the financier 
was sleeping and ransacked the drawers. 

He could make little use of his loot, as all 
the pawnshops were watched. After eight 
months be thought the case would be for- 
gotten, and that's how he came to risk sell- 
ing the jewelry. 


CHAUFFEURS VOTE NEW STRIKE 


Taxi Companies See No Trouble—Say 
They Don’t Employ Union 
Labor. 


It was announced last night that the chauf- 
feurs’ union had held a meeting and decided 
to call a strike on the Walden W. Shaw Liv- 
ery company, Auto Taxicab company, and 
the Owen H. Fay Livery company.

$67 to $90 per month, whereas the union scale 
is $60 per month. Why a strike?"

Schuettier Admits Holding Men 
Believed Those Who Beat 
Lieut. Burns. 


ALSO GET $10,000 OF LOOT 


Taken to an Outlying Station fer 
Sweating as to Bank of 
Montreal Job. 


ATTORNEY AND BANKER IN CASE 


Two men are under arrest in Chicago in 
connection with the §272,000 robbery of the 
branch bank of Montreal at New Westmin- 
ster, B.C. This much was grudgingly admit- 
ted last night by Herman Schuettler, acting 
chief of police. 

Schuettler was stingy with his secrets and 


safe crackers—the long and short man who 
gleefully bounced a piano stoo! off the head 
of Lieut. burns and then galloped away—are 
caught or not. “I may have to let these 
fellows go,” he said. 

From the pessimistic way in which the act- 
ing chief made his admissions it might be 
hazarde@ he does not know. In the first 
place he does not know the exact status in 
underground society of the two men who 
beat Police Lieut. Burns. He cannot posi- 
tively tell their names or rattle off their 
pedigree. 


Sneaked to Outlying Station. 
This, he admits. is why he caused the twe 
arrested men to be sneaked out to an out- 


mobile where the high lords of the third de- 
tree may administer the rites of the police 
confesstonal without fear of habeas corpus 
lawyers or flashlight 

F. Duponte, 25 years old, a Canadian lw. 
ing at Wells and West Oak streets, was taken 
into custody late at night when he was found 
trying to have a Canadian 88 bill changed 
into UniteG States cofn. 

He was taken to the station and told the 
police that he obtained the moneys from his 
mother, who is a wealthy resident of Can- 
ada. Duponte is here studying lew and re- 
ceives an allowance from his mother. The 
money he tried to have changed into United 
States coin, he said, Was part of his allow. 
ance. 


Find $10,000 of the Money. 

The police have secured a slice of the much 
sought Canadian loot. The value is given as 
$10,000. The generally accepted theory is 
that the money was turned over to the police 
by an attorney for Sidias, keeper of the Greek 
saloon in Wabash avenue where Licut. Burns 
made his last stand—and falldown. 

The man who got the money Is reported to 
have taken it to a little private banker and 
asked him to do the changing. The banker 
is said to have grabbed the money, looked at

New York, Sept. 20.—[Special.]—R. C. Veit, 
secretary of the Standard Oil company of 
New York, today admitted that the heads 
of the various comparies which once formed 
the Standard Oil corporation, still meet dally. 

This admission was made by Mr. Veit while 
he was being cross examined by Samuel 
Untermyer, counsele for the Waters-Pierce 
Oil company, in the suit brought by that 
company against the Standard Oil company.

HOW TO IMPROVE THE RACE.’ 


Physician Says Question .s Not How 
to Produce Fit, but How to Prevent 
Production of Unfit. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 20.—How to im- 
prove the race in morals and intelligence 
and thereby create a higher standard of 
citizenship was discussed tonight by Dr. 
Woods Hutchinson of New York, whose ad- 
dress on The Importance of Negative Eu- 
genics, or the Prevention of Ill Born, was 
a feature of the closing session. 

Dr. Hutchinson urged that the question 
now was not how to produce the fit but 
how to prevent the production of the unfit. 
He gaid the time to start the plan was in 
childhood and that symptoms of feeble mind- 
edness, insanity, and criminality could be de- 
tected in the child before the ages of 8 to 
10 years. 

All children who were found in this class, 
he said, should be segregated into open air 
colonies and every attention given to bring 
them up to as high a standard as possi- 
ble.

The doctor asserted that from 30 to 50 
per cent of the drunkenness and from 40 
to 80 per cent of the prostitution was caused 


by mental defects.

Interested in Business Life.

Uncle Sam counts their money 
at Ellis island to see if they have $25, looks 
them over for disease, pushes open his door,

Dumb, ignorant, poor, in a strange, great 
land of whose language, customs, license 
they can comprehend nothing except that it 
is not like the place which was described to 
them by steamship agents and steamship 
companies, they herd together like fright- 
ened cattle and make the slums because the 
slums are cheap to make.

WHO SHOULD GO TO A HOSPITAL? 
HALL teething babies be cared for 
in hospitals? No. This answer 
requires some modification, If the 
choice is between a very poor home 
and a hospital, the answer should 
be—Yes. If the mother can go to the 
hospital and breast-feed her baby— Tes. 
If the wards are refrigerated so that the 
temperature is kept below 75, if the win- 
dows are screened, and if the milk is 
given to the babies from cows on the 
premises, or if it is received at the hospi- 
tal in less than twelve hours after it has 
been milked and used in less than twenty- 
four hours— Yes. 

In between these extremes there are the 
cases that are to be decided after weigh- 
ing the sanitary virtues of the hospital and 
the sanitary vices of the hame—each case 
to be decided individually. The hospital 
baby death rate is very high. In the old 
style hospital it was nearly 100 per cent. 


death rates, but their rates are still above 
those of babies in reasonably good homea.

Shall ordinary illness be cared for in a 
hospital? Yes. The home is for the well. 
The hospital is for the sick. The home is 
planned to care for a well man with a 
high degree of efficiency. When it comes 
to caring for sick men its efficiency is low. 
If a home can care for a sick man effi- 
ciently, then certainly there is great waste 
fn its care of the well. A home that has 
a great excess of room, of space, of every- 
thing, can care for a sick man—not well, 
but passhbly well. But see the habitual 
waste of such a place. 

The chance of recovery in a home is 
less than in a hospital. If the iliness is 
mild and recovery is certain this does not 
make much difference. The sick one is 
disturbed more by worry, noise, and do- 
mestie dis arrangement, but vo vital harm 
is done. If the illness is violent and life 
hangs in the balance the advantage of the 
hospital over the home may be enough to 
determine the issue. 


~~. 
In our thought of the sick member we 
must not overlook the well. The bread- 
winners can stand the extra strain much 
better when the sick one is in a hospital. 
It is presumed the home is what ft ought 
to be in this phase at least-—the place 
where fhe workers out can be at ease 
to recuperate from the burden of one day 
and to prepare for the trials of the next. 
Usually illness places an extra strain on 
the workers out and the mother in charge 
of the house. Generally it is poor judg- 
ment to load them with this extra strain, 
especially as the alternative—hospital care 
tives the sick one greater comfort and 
a better chance of recovery. 
The above is the sensible way to look

Hematuria is a condition of disorganization uf 
the blood with an excretion of the broken down 
blood by the kidneys. It is usually accompanied 
by a fever that rune more evenly than that of 
ordinary chills, It develops in cases of neglected 
malaria. A frequent history is about like this 
chilis in July, repeated china in August, 
hematuria in September. The remedy is: Com- 
pletion of the cure, quinine enough to stop the 
chills, followed by plenty of quinine every day for 
three w Hunt the bleod is sterile. 

A common mistake of the chiller ig to take qui- 
nine before chills to ward them off, and after chills 
to potter around without following any system. 
When militia go to war they shoot at every owl or 
cricket that stirs, and when the enemy comes they 
peck away as they did at the owie and erickets. A 
trained soldier saves his fire until the enemy gets 
in the open, and then he lets go with a full mags 
zine and he keeps it up as long es it is good judg- 
ment. Follow this lead and avoid hematuria.

the principal collaborator of Henry La- 

bouchere in the writing and editing of 

the latter’s London weekly newepaper 

entitled Truth, and who, with La- 
bouchere and the late Horace Voules, con- 
tributed more than any others to its success, 
has purchased another old established London 
WeekTY newspaper, Vanity Fair, which has 
undergone many vicissitudes. 

Jerningham used to contribute a weekly 
article, entitled Letter from the Linkman,” 
over the signature of “ Marmaduke,” to 
Truth, but severed his connection with tha¢ 
paper when, after the death of his friend, 
Labouchere, its editors and present owners 
published a series of articles of a nature to 
reflect upon the character of the röle of La- 
bouchere in its production, intimating that 
he had won and retained credit that belonged 
to others. 
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Under Jerningham's proprietorship and edi- 
torial direction Vanity Fair ie certain to be 
run on much the same lines as Truth in 
the days of Lebouchere and to observe the 
same care in refraining from all attach upon 
women. 

It was founded by Thomas Gibson Bowles, 
the well known Tory politician, who for near- 
ly @ quarter of a century represented Kings 
Lynn in pariiament and is a recognized au- 
thority on all maritime questions. 

It has been edited and owned in turn since 
then by the late Ham of Degart, by Frank 
Harris, and others with varying success. 

Lord Desart was the bete noir of Edward 
VII., while Frank Harms is too reckless 
with hie clever pen to have many friends or 
to inspire much confidence. 

Moreover, Vanity Fair made two or three 
terrible mistakes, which gave great offense 
in precisely those quarters to which it pro- 
fegsed to appeal. 

Perhaps the worst of these faux pas wes 
when, after primting one week a successful 
cartoon of a popular and unſlversally respected 
member of the reigning family, the next issue 
contained an equally remarkable cartoon and 
a laudatory sketch of a man who, though 
a clever litterateur and lawyer, neverthe- 
less had so evil a record as to cause men to 
avoid him and clubs to which he had obtained 
alimission in igmorance of his antecedents to 
request his withdrawal, 

Indeed, the cartoon in Vanity Fair at- 
tracted public attention to the fact that he 
was living in England, which he found pru- 
dent to quit within twenty-four hours for 
the continent, where he spent % number of 
years afterward, while Vanity Fair, a couple 
of weeks later, printed an abject apology for 
having included him inadvertently and in ig- 
norance in its list of cartoon celebrities.

Minister Receives Many Appeals 


for Aid as Result of Cru- 
elty by Outlaws. 


washington. D C., Sept. 20.—A delayed ca- 
blegram from Rear Admiral Southerland, 
dated Managua, 11 o’clock p. m., Sept. 17. 
indicates a battle has been fought between 
the American naval! forces and the rebels at 
Barranca, fourteen miles south of Managua, 
and an equal distance from Granada, which 
the naval expedition was seeking to relieve. 

The dispatch said Maj. Smediey Butler and 
a battalion of marine? were fired on by the 
rebels after the American commander threat- 
ened to attack the rebels if they did not per- 
mit him and his troops to proceed to Granada, 
where they were bound to the aid of fifty 
young women, daughters of prominent Nic- 
graguans and foreigners who are imprisoned 
a college there. 

Rear Admiral Southerlend said he was 
going to the relief of Butler with 700 men, 
two six inch field guns and two rapid fire 
guns. The wording of the dispatch from 


Rear Admiral Southeriand indicated that he 
expected a second clash. 


Rebels Use Great Cruelty. 


Official reports to the state department 
rarely include such severe language as those 
which are now issued dealing with the condi- 
tions in Granada, which, it is said, “ are 
worse than those which existed in the Congo 
and in the Putamayo.“ 

The rebels with unparalleled ferocity have 
turned upon helpless noncombatants, even 
women and children, and their warfare is 
characterized by a return to barbarism. 
American Minister Weitzel has received a 
letter from Pedro Raefael Cuadra, the pres- 
ent minister of finance of President Diaz, and 
from Carlos Cuadra, the Nicaraguan minis- 
ter of the mixed claims commission, in which 
in the name of humanity and civilization 
they beg Minister Weitzel to do all that he 
can to protect their families, who are being 
ferociously persecuted at Granada. 

Their brothers, private citizens, they de- 
clare, have been inhumanly tortured and de- 
prived of food. For an uninterrupted period 
of five days they were confined in a tiny, 
filthy closet. for three days of which time 
they, were allowed no food or water, so that 
when let out they were near death. It is 
said that Mrs. Cuadra, wife of the minister 
of finance, is being hunted in order that she 
may be tortured. 


San Jorge Taken by, Rebels. 

SAN JUAN DEL SUR, Nicaragua, Sept. 20. 
Nicaraguan revolutionists yesterday at- 
tacked and captured the town of San Jorge 
on Lake Nicaragua, five miles east of Rivas, 
the capita! of the most southerly department 
on the Pacific side of Nicaragua. While 
the rebel gunboats bombarded San Jorge, 
another force of insurgents furiously at- 
tacked Rivas, cutting telegraph wires to San 
Juan del Sur, and gradually forcing the gov- 
erament troops to fall back on the town of 
Cuarte. 

The fight lasted five hours and both sides

In potting these bulbs give them a light, 
friable compost of sandy loam made rich with 
some good fertilizer. * 4 

Do not use large pots, unless you plant sev- 
eral bulbs in the same pot. I like to plant from 
six to ten together, according to the-size of the 
bulbs, for in this way I get a large amount of 
bloom in small space and I economize on room, 
compost, and labor by it: Half a dozen hya- 
cinths in a six inch pot will @ great deal 
‘more satisfactory than the same number planted 
singly in four and five inch pots. And they will 
do just as well when set close, if the soll is rich 
enough, as they will when given more pot room. 

If new pots are used soak: them for twenty- 
four hours before putting the soll into them. 

When ready to pot your bulbs sort them in 
order to get those of the same size together. 
Tndiscriminate planting as to size will not give 
pleasing resul the plants will not all come 
into bloom at the same time. 

Press the bulbs down into the soil well. Tulips 
should be covered to the depth of an inch. Hya- 
cinths and marcissus should have their tops even 
with the surface of the soil in the pot. 

After putting the bulbs into pots water well. 
Give enough to thoroughly saturate all the soil 
in the pot. Then set the pots away in a cool, 
dark place and leave them there to form roots. 
On no account pot a bulb and place it immedi- 
ately in the window. There must be roots be- 
fore top growth takes place in order to secure 
me flowers. é

It will probably be necessary to leave the 
bulbe in cold storage for about six weeks. Some 
will form roots earlier than that, perhaps; oth- 
ers will take a longer time for it. Examine the 
collection from time to time to discover, how 
they are getting along. If any, begin to make 
top growth remove them to the window at once, 
as the growth of top indicates that roots have 
been made with which to support it. But do not 
take any to the light that have not shown some 
indication of forming stalks and foliage. If the 
soll seems very dry, apply water, but do not use 
it in large quantities while the bulbs are in the 
cold, dark place where you put them to form

J Bermuda. lily, more commonly known as 
“Easter lily,” because forced so extensively for 
Taster decoration, is one of the finest winter 
flowering bulbs we have. But it must be given 
a treatment somewhat different from the other 
bulbs I have spoken of. It forms two sts of 
roots when given a chance to do so—one from 
the base of the bulb and one from the stalk im- 
mediately above the bulb. Therefore in planting 
do not fill the pot with soil before putting in 
the bulb, but set it on three or four inches of 
soll, and when roots have been sent out from its 
base fill the pot with soil to its brim.

OHN LAVERY AND HIS WORK,” by 
40 Walter Shaw-Sparrow. (Kegan paul.

The author justly ascribes much of Lavery’s 
success to the dogged persistence, the inborn 
force of character; Which kept him hard at 
work through years of discouraging obscurity 
and slow progress. But he underestimates the 
painter’s early debt to Manet. The author 
considers fine ladies his special subject, as 
with those earlier Englishmen, Gainsborough 
and Romney, and many of these portraits of 
twentieth century aristocrats are reproduced 
in color or photogravure,

“THE ART OF THE ROMANS,” by H. B. 
Walters (Macmillan), is an orderly summing 
up of the researches and opinions of modern 
scholarship and of the results of modern 
archseological research on this important sub- 
ject. Roman painting is reviewed in the light 
of modern discoveries, from the, landscapes of 
the early empire, found in Rome, through the 
various periods of mura] decoration with g- 
ure subjects exemplified in Pompell. Mosaics, 
cameos, metal work, and pottery are also 
studied, and the work concludes with a chap- 
ter On Roman art in the provinces, including 


Asia Minor, Gaul, Germany, and Britain.

N. A.: Seven persons out of ten suffer ex- 
cructating pain at one time or another with 
their feet. A single corn, no larger than a 
grain of sand, can take all the “snap” and 
vitality right out of you. 

Two-thirds of modern foot troubles are due 
to the fact that almiost every one—man, wom- 
an, and child—-wears his shoe too loose. The 
shoe itself may be correct as to size and 
but it is not fastened tight at the only point 
of control—namely: the instep. ? 

When you set your foot upon the floor or 
pavement in the act of walking, the shoe ad- 
heres and, if it be loosely fastened over the 
instep, the foot pushes down into the toe of 
the shoe. At certain spots on the foot this 
slipping causes friction. These spots are the 
soles of the feet; the tops, ends, and inner 
sides of the toes; the great and little joints 
and occasionally even the back of the heel.

B. R.: The strengthening and reduction of 
waist and hips has a tendency toward making 
the whole body supple. One sits on the floor 
to practice this, and, grasping the feet flrmiy 
in the hands, converts oneself into a living 
rocking chair. The motion soon becomes easy 
and not unpleasant, and superabundant flesh 
disappears before such strenuous rocking just 
as it flees at the practice of a more difficult 
movement, but one which insures exquisite 
grace of carriage and slenderness of outline. 
To practice this last movement one bends 
forward until the palms of the hands rest 
upon the floor back of the heels—and it re- 
quires persistent daily effort in bending be- 
fore this can be accomplished—then one lifts 
one’s body deliberately and bends back until 
the finger tips touch the floor in the opposite 
direction. Only a person im normal health 
should attempt this valuable movement, as the

SEES DANGER ON AUTO COURSE 


Joe Dawson Predicts Accidents 
in Vanderbilt Cup Race. 


SORRY FOR MEN WHO DRIVE. 


Nerve of Pilots to Be Severely Tested 
Over Rutted Track. 


BY JOE DAWSON. 
Milwaukee, Wis., Sept. 20.—[{Special. 1 


While I have never been accused of lacking 
nerve I must say that I sympathize with 
the fellows who have.to start tomorrow. 
The Milwaukee track, say the best you can 
for it, is not what it ought to be. I look 
for some bad spills. 

The accidents, if they happen, are not com- 
ing at the.turns. These look bad, but the 
drivers who are here for the Vanderbilt 


are not the men to run into wrecks at the 


curves. The danger there is known. 
It is in the straight away stretches that the 


peril lies. The track in places is deeply 
rutted. In others it is soft. The race to- 
morrow will not have been going ten minutes 
before it ie cut up badly. Then look out 
for trouble. 

What makes matters worse is that the race 
will be won by the nerviest driver and every 
contestant in the race knows it. That amounts 
to a challenge to a test of courage to every 
one of the men who sits down to a wheel. 

The men will have to take chances and 
the man who takes the most chances Is the 
man who will win. The consequences of 
that state of affairs is that every one is go- 
ing to take more chances than he would in 


an ordinary automobile struggle. 

I have been in Vanderbilt races. I lost one 
in 1910 by 25 seconds. This was one of my 
first raves. I was bitterly disappointed. Condi- 
tions for the race were bad, but never have I 
seen such a dangerous course as I saw here today. 
They won't break any records, but persons who 
like to see a man constantly in danger will have 
a feast. . 

I’m to write a story of the race from the pits 
tomorrow, but it's the men who picture accidents 
and thrills that will have most to do.
